We can never hope to become a 
manufacturing country or to ac(piire 
power in commerce and trade until 
we fir>t i)ui!d up our wholesale and 
jobbing interests. The jobber is the 
salesman of industry, the servant of 
the factory, the standard-bearer of 
¡»ro-'perity and the authorized me­ 
dium of co-operation between the 
producer and the consumer in eco 
noinic distribution of merchandise 
and in empire building. 
The people of Texas consume an­ 
nually approximately $300,000,000 
worth of dry goods and notions, and 
only a small fraction of the pur­ 
chases are made through Texas job­ 
bers and manufacturers. No country 
can advance far in industrial prog­ 
ress until it patronizes home insti­ 
tutions; no community can become 
powerful in trade and remain indif­ 
ferent to its local industries. 
Pat­ 
ronizing home industries is as essen­ 
tial to our commercial success as 
patriotism is necessary in govern­ 
ment, and those who do not do so 
fail to discharge a debt inherited 
from civilization and lose an oppor­ 
tunity of making a living contribu­ 
tion to the progress of the country. 
The patronizing of our jobbing 
houses would call for an immediate 
increase in investments in that in­ 
dustry of approximately $50,000,000, 
give direct employment to 100,000 
people, bring within our borders ten- 
thousand factories affording employ­ 
ment to a half million people, pro­ 
vide a home market for our farm 
products, give us control of our own 
business affairs, make us independ­ 
ent of, instead of dependent upon, 
our foreign neighbors and multiply 
the opportunities of every citizen. 
There is not a town, village or 
hamlet in this State that would not 
become the logical location for one 
or more of these factories, and yet 
this natural heritage is withheld 
from them through lack of co-oper- 
atioa among the buying interests of 


Ex-President Roosevelt Outlinei 
Policy of a Square Deal. 


Theodore Roosevelt in a recent’ ar­ 
ticle appearing in the “Outlook,”' 
on “The Living Wage and the Liv­ 
ing Rate,” presents in a very force­ 
ful manner, both sides of the rail­ 
road question. 
We have long heard 
many of our public ofTicials discuss 
only one side—that of the people— 
and it will be news to many who 
have been following the public dis­ 
cussions, to leam that there are real­ 
ly two si<les to the question. 
The views of Mr. Hoosevclt, who 
has been considered a radical in 
railroad legislation, are especially in­ 
teresting and instructive to dexas 
at tlds tinu) when our transportation 
alTairs are in an inflammatory con­ 
dition. 
The ex-president said in 
p art: 
“it mmst be a cardinal principle 
in dealing with honestly-built and 
wisely-managed railways that the in­ 
vestor, the shareholder, is just as 
much entitled to protection as is the 
wage w'orkei, the shipper or the rep­ 
resentative oif the general public. Un- 
Iss tlie investor finds that he is to get 
в fair return on his money, he will 
not invest, and in such case not only 
will no new railways be built, but 
existing railways will not b$ аЫ« to 
repair the waste, the wear and tear 
to which they are subject, and will 
not be able to make needed improve­ 
ments. 
All governmental 
action, 
w'hether by the legislature or the ex­ 
ecutive, should be conditioned upon 
keeping in view this fact. 
“ Unless the corporation makes 
money— that is unless business men 
are prosperous—there will 
be no 
money to give in proper wages for 
the wage worker, there will be no 
money with which to provide for his 
irotection and to insure him against 
OSS and damage and no money 
wherewith to render proper service 
to the customers and to tlie public 
as a whole. 
“It is just as much the duty of 
the Commission to permit ra t^ to 
be raised when the raise is justi­ 
fiable as to require them to be low­ 
ered if the lowering is justifiable. 
“The control sliould not be hos­ 
tile to the ooiqKiration; it aliouid 
mereley bti hostile to аду misconduct 
on the Ш! 
of the corporation, and 
It ghould protect 
the corporation 
against raifli^nduct aimed at it exact­ 
ly as it piotQcts others from mis­ 
conduct ^ypmaitted by it."

I'he .Attorney General seeks ^<Ч)ге- 
vent the Katy Гг<)Ш leosisig the Tex­ 
as Central lines, alleges an unfair 
division of tlie rabid on interstate 
busiiiedd and 
claims violation 
of 
the general office law. In discu.ssing 
this feature of the litigation, Pres­ 
ident Schafi said; 
“The action of 
the Governor and Attorney General 
in preventing the M. K. & T. of 
Texas from avaUing itself of thii 
legislation has been most discourag­ 
ing, especially in view of tlie over­ 
whelming demand from all e<x*tioni 
of the State for the passage of this 
law,”
